thoroughly discussed and the local 
grievance committee was ordered to 
consider tbe question and determine 
whether or not the railroad officials 
had just cause to discharge Anderson 
and to consult with tbe local official* 
of tbe road concerning his dismissal. 


Should tbe local grievance com- 


mittee find that there was no just 
cause for tbe action of tbe railroad 
officials and should tbey receive no1 
•atisfactic D 'rom their conference with 
the local officials tbe matter will ba 
brought before tbe state grievance 
committee, wbiob will bring tbe same 
before tbe attention of tbe higher 
officials of the road. The general 
opinion of the railway men in this 
city seems to be that tbe railway offi- 
cials were not justified in tbeir action 
and tbat they bad not sufficient rea- 
son to order tbe dismissal of Ander- 
son. It is almost certain that the 
grievance committee will find that 
the railroad official acted unjustly 
and without cause. 


GOVHRNMKNT COHTBOL. 


The National council of Switzer- 


land, by a vote of 98 to 29, has adopted 
a bill providing for the purchase of 
tbe five principal railroads of Swltz 
erland, at a cost approaching 1200,- 
000,000, for which purpose a loan 1* 
projected. 


In January, 1896, according to of- 


ficial returns, there were 2,304 miles 
of railroad open for traffic in Switzer- 
land. The cost of construction of the 
lines, rolling stock, etc , up to the 
end of 1894, was 1,108,387,968 francs. 
Tbe receipts in 1893 amounted to 
101,482.318 francs and the expenses 
to 60,190,897 francs. 


In 1S9& the roads carried 10,379,337 


tons of goods and 39,790,918 passen- 
gers, tbe receipts from both amount- 
ing to 99*572,564 francs.
